Demand both domestic and foreign 
was snid to have ranged from fair 
to Rood with tho asking basis by sell- 
ers firmer and higher than that pre- 
vailing the week before. 


At the hiehpr basis buyers appeared 


rather indiferent in making sizeable 
commitments for raw cotton preferring 
to operate on a hand to mouth plan 
and awaiting further developments. 


Grades mostly inquired for seemed 


to he in tht medium and lower grad- 
es in the lengths 7-8 inch up to and 
including 1 1-32 inch. Grades below 
Middling continue rather scarce in 
the offerings. 


According to the Weather Bureau 


for the week ending Nov. 10 there 
was no measurable rain reported fro;m 
any part of the cotton belt 
which 


mndo ideal conditions for picking and 
ginning. Harvest rather generally is 
abnormally advanced. 


Averace price mid. 7-8 inch in the 


ten markets Nov. 3th was 6.06 cents 
compared with 6.25 cents nov. 6th and 
10.23 cents on coresponding day a year 
ago. Reported sales by the ten mark- 
ets for the week amounted to 343,065 
bales compartd with 320.342 bales the

Exports to Nov. 13th this season"

The Confederate Pension Note 


Board authorized $1,750,000 of the 
Wi millions, but has not given the 
treasurer a date for the, sale. The 
Pension Board may decide to wait 
until early next year. 


Another $2,000,000 was authorized 


for the University of Arkansas, its 
Medical Sch'bol arid nine other state 
educational institutions, but the 
date of the issue has not been de- 
termined. 


If the 4V4-mlllion-dollar bond is- 


sue should be sold in full, it would 
mean an increase of approximately 
$108,000,000 in bonds during the last 
four years. The increase is divided 
as follows. 


Highway bonds, 84 million dol- 


lars; toll bridge bonds, T/j millions;, 
Confederate pension bonds, 9\4 mil- 
lion?;;»Statt Hospital .,b46ij$£and 
notes, 2 millions; agricultural"credit 
bonds, l'/i millions; and the pro- 
posed new issues totalling 4'/i mil- 
lions. 


Although the State of Arkansas has 


advertised its long-expected bond is- 
sue for the National Guard Armory 
building program for bids on Decem- 
ber 16, the program is believed to 
have been blocked so far as Hope is 
concerned by an injunction against 
the granting of donations from the 
city'treasury. 


The agitation for a National Guard 


armory'for the Hope company reach- 
ed its height last spring when the city 
council, acceding to the request of 
many taxpayers and local organiza- 
tions, made the preliminary selection 
for a state armory site, the site to be 
purchased by the city and donated to 
the state on the letter's agreement 
to build an armory costing not less 
than 525,000. 


Purchase Postponed 


Actual purchase of the 
site was 


postponed, however, on .advices from 
Little Rock that the state note issue 
with which the new armories were to 
be built could not be marketed until 
the end of this year.

In tho meantime, however, the City 


of Hope appears beaten as law on a 
similar attempt to aid a semi-public 
enterprise with funds from the city 
treasury. Earlier this month an in- 
junction was granted Steve Carigan, 
taxpayer, by Chancellor C. E. John- 
son in Hempstead chancery court pro- 
hibiting tho city from refunding bank 
loans against the machinery of the 
cheese factory which

originally by Hope Chamber of Com- 
merce and used for a year by the 
Kraft-Phenix Cheese corporation. 


Injunction Far-Reaching 


It is believed in many quarters that 


the constitutional law on which Chan- 
cellor Johnson based his decision in 
granting the injunction effectually 
stops the city from participating in 
any financing ojjher than for Ithe: 
routine matters of municipal govern- 
ment. Article 12 of the state constitu- 
tion says: 


"No county, city town or municipal 


corporation, shall become a stockhold- 
er in any company, association 
or 


corporation; or obtain or appropriate 
money for, or loan its crcidt to any 
corporation, association, institution or 
individual."

and Means Committee, conferred Sun- 
day with Senator Harrison of Mis- 
si ppi on the government's financial 
situation. He is believed to have a 
program calling for an increase on in- 
come taxes o nthe higher brackets, a 
revision of the estate"" tax and the 
levying of a gift tax. A similar pro- 
gram was proposed by Ramseyer last 
year when it became apparent the 
Treasury would have almost a bil- 
lion dollar deficit with revenue from 
the income tax decreased many mil- 
lions. 


Leading House Republicans concede 


that President Hoover and Secretary 
Melon have not agreed on a method 
to meet the deficit. Most of them are 
opposed to borrowing funds for oper- 
ating the government as is being done 
at present. 


While some Democrats favor bor- 


rowing, most of them feel that if a 
tax increase is necessary it should 
come during the Hoover administra- 
tion when the . deficit was created. 
They contend that if they win the 
1932 elections, tht Republicans might

Great causes do not justify ouf departing from cohsti- 


tutiotiaf'govet»iment,-ekcept under penalty of the gravest of 
disasters-r-the loss of representative government and per- 
haps out' individual 'liberty. The Navy League must wait its 
turn beiore a commitee of congress, as just another lobby- 
ing grdup>-perhaps such a group as our own late Senator 
Caraway despised and cursed as the greatest menace to dem- 
ocratic government. 
When;a Navy League can appeal successfully from the 


president's, order, to the people instead of to the congress, 
•then the Navy 'League is running the United States and not 
the people's chosen representatives. 


' Such a situation exists today in Japan, where the Mil- 
itary 'Party dominates the entire government from Parlia- 
ment to Prime Minister and Emperor. A crisis in Japanese 
foreign affairs is acted on by the national parties subject to 
final approval of the Military. 


But it was to escape from this sort of thing that we 


Americans built this nation of ours. Here, civil authority is 
supreme—and Mr. Gardiner must cool his heels on a bench 
outside a congressional committee-room just the same as any 
other citizen. 
, 


The Navy League -represents moM iHan the Navy, it 


represents a way of handling public buntWss which is op- 
pressive of officeholders and a dire tnmt tor the rights 
and liberties of the COfflwon people. 


This lti«ftwer tff business is not confined to the federal 


government It reaches down into every legislature of the 
48 states. 


Here in Arkansas we have seen every newapaper and 


independent citken rise Up in wrath because the chairman of 
th State Highway Comniitsiod undertook to dictated 
icies of that legislature Whitih had created him, and to 
legislature he is a bound servant in the eyes dfihe'lftW this 
very day. We wer^ «n|fer«d 'because .the 'fth&frmah of the 
State Highway Commission, from 'being a paid servant of 
the state, had attempted'to become a lobbyist upon'the very 
government he was supposed 1;o serve. 


And little by little,-as the facts are'unfolded, we .learn 


that this lobbying' by >a department -of the ^fltate furnished 
a worth-while lesson to the -county judges . . . . they tot 
headed ior Little Rock nearly a year ago and bamboozled 
the legislature into'raising the gasoline tax from 5 cents to 
6 cents so tMt said judges might draw ^increased salaries 
back in their voting precirtcts. ' 


All this imerely means that we face a-perpetual danger 


of losing representative government through the interferenc 
of lobbies between ourselves and the'men we^elected. Some 
times the lobbyists are private citizens seeking to help them 
selves from the public exchequer; sometimes they are t 
composite group df private and public men like the Navy 
League merely attempting to force a particular .program Over 
the heads of the established government—and sometimes 
these lobbyists are the very men we elected to state and 
county'off ice. 


BUt whoever they be, and wherever they are, they will 


be attacked, ridiculed and beaten, as often as they shall rise 
up to Challenge American government and a liberty-loving 
people.—W.

I think the first man qualified to

By being unhappy at home, they rti- 
umphed over and possessed them- 
selves of the world."

taire in a newspaper. Some editors 
would tell me I was wrnog. Voltaire 
belongs in a book. People haven't time

But 1 think these editors are 
Voltaire has written a paragraph on
